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UNITED  STATES  COINS — A  “ PRIMER ” 
Three-Cent  Silver  “Trimes” 

The  smallest  United  States  coin  minted  was  the  three-cent  silver  piece  It  is 
sometimes  called  a  “trime"  in  some  government  records,  but  rarely  by 
collectors  They  were  first  proposed  in  1 849  and  in  that  year  several  patterns 
were  made  Congress  authorized  the  issue  on  March  3,  1851  The  issued 
was  hoped  to  help  with  postal  transactions,  as  the  letter  rate  at  the  time  was 
three-cents  Also,  it  was  hoped  that  they  would  relieve  some  of  the  demand 
for  large  cents  Some  historians  believe  that  for  the  first  several  years  of  its’ 
issue,  these  coins  were  the  predominant  coins  in  circulation  It  was  the  first 
subsidiary  coin  issued  by  the  US,  since  its’  value  in  silver  bullion  was  less 
than  its’  face  value  This  prevented  the  coin’s  withdrawal  from  circulation 
and  subsequent  melting  for  bullion 

After  1862,  the  coinage  of  silver  three-cent  pieces  became  an  exercise  in 
fertility  as  they  were  hoarded  or  exported  whenever  they  entered  circulation 
Although  some  specimens  were  produced  for  circulation  during  this  time, 
most  of  those  seen  today  are  Proofs  struck  for  collectors  The  last  year  of 
production,  1873,  the  production  was  limited  to  600  proofs  struck  for 
collector  sets 

The  coins  were  designed  by  James  B  Longacre  and  weighed  0  80  grams  from 
1851-1853  and  0  75  grams  thereafter  They  are  14mm  in  diameter  and  have  a 
plain  edge  They  were  made  of  75%  silver  and  25%  copper  from  1851-1853 
(this  was  totally  different  than  the  composition  of  the  half-dime  to  dollars) 
and  90%  silver  and  10%  copper  from  1854-1873  The  coins  had  no 
mintmark  except  in  1851  when  some  of  them  had  the  New  Orleans  mintmark 
“O”  to  the  right  of  the  III  on  the  reverse 

The  first  pieces  minted  in  1851-1854  had  no  lines  bordering  the  six-pointed 
star  From  1854-1858,  there  were  three  lines,  and  from  1858-1873,  only  two 
lines  Coins  minted  between  1854-1873  have  an  olive  branch  over  the  III  and 
a  bundle  of  three  arrows  beneath 

It  has  been  stated  that  almost  the  entire  production  of  non-proof  coins  from 
1863-1872  was  melted  in  1873

The  year  2000  provided  us  with  our  sixth  to  tenth  state  quarters 
Massachusetts  was  released  on  January  3,  followed  by  Maryland  on  March 
1 3,  South  Carolina  on  May  22,  New  Hampshire  on  August  7  and  Virginia  in 
October  Mintages  were  in  the  billions  and  all  the  designs  were  very  nicely 
done  There  was  a  hiccup  in  the  system  when  the  Mint  suddenly  decided  it 
could  not  mint  the  silver  proof  sets  due  to  the  current  law  requiring  all  coins 
but  the  cent  and  nickel  to  be  in  silver  The  sticking  point  was  the 
Sacagawega  dollar  Hopefully,  by  the  time  you  read  this,  this  will  also  have 
been  resolved 

In  2001,  we  look  forward  to  five  more  states  having  their  quarters  issued 
New  York  will  be  first  and  will  feature  the  Statue  of  Liberty  North  Carolina 
will  follow  with  a  design  showing  a  Wright  flyer  Rhode  Island  will  be  the 
third  issued  and  will  show  a  vintage  sailboat  on  Narragansett  Bay  reminding 
everyone  that  Rhode  Island  is  truly  the  “ Ocean  Stale  "  Vermont  follows  with 
a  theme  of  the  traditional  maple  tree  sap  gathering  and  the  year  closes  out 
with  the  Kentucky  quarter  which  shows  the  Bardstown  house  where  Stephen 
Foster  wrote  "My  Old  Kentucky  Home"  and  a  Kentucky  thoroughbred  I  am 
sure  2001  will  be  as  exciting  as  the  first  two  years  of  the  program  and  will 
hopefully  generate  as  much  interest  in  our  hobby 

TEXAS  QUARTER  NEWS 

Gary  Hill  is  serving  on  the  Texas  Quarter  Design  Advisory  Committee  The 
first  meeting  was  held  at  the  State  Capitol  in  September  The  committee 
members  were  assigned  to  one  of  three  sub-committees.  Administrative,

from  the  Mint  Program  Director  After  much  debate  on  the  scope  and  scale 
of  a  design  contest  and  design  submissions,  Gary  volunteered  TNA  to  be  the 
clearinghouse  for  submissions  He  and  Paul  Gamer  will  probably  be  heading 
this  endeavor  up  This  will  probably  be  a  very  big  undertaking  as  if  the 
committee  decides  to  open  the  contest  up  to  all  bom  Texans  or  people  who 
have  lived  in  Texas  at  least  one  year,  they  project  there  will  be  thousands  of 
submissions  Also  in  the  works  is  a  possible  youth  design  contest  This  is 
truly  a  fascinating  project  and  we  are  in  good  hands  with  Gary  representing 
us  and  he  has  assured  me  he  will  keep  us  informed  as  things  come  up

THE  PAPER  TRAIL 

DENTON  COUNTY  SCRIP 

By:  Frank  Clark 

Over  90  counties  in  Texas  issued  scrip  during  the  Civil  War  These  were 
usually  receivable  for  al  county  dues  or  payable  in  Confederate  paper  There 
are  several  variations  on  the  payable  theme  depending  on  which  county  issued 
the  scrip  Most  of  the  scrip  is  dated  during  the  years  of  1862  or  1863 
Usually  the  printer  is  unknown,  but  is  presumed  to  be  a  local  newspaper 
office  The  scrip  is  usually  very  plain  and  uniface  Sometimes  the  scrip  has 
been  printed  on  the  back  of  fiscal  paper  This  class  of  scrip  can  be  described 
as  “very  rare”  for  most,  if  not  all  Texas  counties  that  issued  it 
Denton  County  issued  scrip  in  50-cents,  $1,  $2  and  $3  denominations 
However,  the  50-cent  and  $2  denominations  are  not  listed  in  the  reference 
books,  but  they  are  known  to  be  in  a  collection 

After  many  years  of  searching,  I  was  able  to  locate  a  $1  Denton  County  Draft 
with  very  strong  ink  signatures.  The  scrip  is  on  thin  paper  and  the  printer  is 
unknown  On  the  front,  it  reads. 


DENTON  COUNTY  DRAFT 

No.  675  (“675”  is  hand-written)  Denton,  Sept.  10,  1862

On  the  left  side  of  the  scrip  is  the  numeral  “1”  surrounded  by  two  different 
printer  designs  On  the  right  side  is  a  depiction  of  a  small  sheaf  of  wheat 
The  border  is  composed  of  “diamonds”  that  are  shaded  on  the  side  pointing 
toward  the  edge  of  the  scrip  There  is  also  a  different  printer  design  than 
mentioned  earlier  that  is  in  each  comer  of  the  border 
S  A  Venters  was  bom  on  June  27,  1822  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
Denton  County  He  arrived  in  the  area  in  the  mid  1840’s  Denton  became  a 
county  in  1846  He  was  elected  to  the  position  of  county  clerk  in  1848  and 
served  many  terms  In  1851,  he  was  appointed  postmaster  at  New  Alton  In 
1874,  he  was  elected  to  the  state  legislature  from  Denton  County  He  was  a 
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member  of  the  IOOF  He  was  much  admired  by  those  who  knew  him  He 
died  on  March  12,  1881  in  Denton. 

J  M  Blount  settled  in  the  town  of  Denton  in  1857.  He  had  moved  from 
Mississippi  and  was  34  years  old  He  assisted  with  the  laying  out  of  the  town 
of  Denton  as  soon  as  he  arrived  Shortly  thereafter,  the  county  seat  moved 
from  Alton  to  Denton  He  was  one  of  Denton’s  first  businessmen,  engaging 
in  the  sale  of  goods  for  many  years  He  was  elected  to  the  post  of  county 
judge  (chief  justice)  and  served  several  terms.  He  was  elected  to  the  Texas 
Senate  in  1866  Blount  and  the  rest  of  Governor  Throckmorton’s 
administration  were  removed  by  the  Federal  government  due  to  the  policies 
of  Reconstruction  Later,  he  was  elected  to  several  other  city  and  county 
offices  Blount  was  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  and  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church  He  did  very  much  to  build  and  improve  the  city  and  county  of 
Denton  He  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  county’s  best  citizens  His  wife, 
Sophia,  died  in  1 869  and  he  died  on  February  22,  1 899 
The  reference  books  on  this  scrip  do  not  refer  to  the  backs  of  the  Denton 
County  Scrip  When  1  obtained  my  example,  I  was  very  delighted  to  find  that 
the  scrip  was  printed  on  unused  check  stock  originally  printed  by  Danforth 
and  Huffy  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Their  imprint  is  on  the  back  of  the 
scrip  as  a  part  of  the  check  design  This  firm  was  in  business  from  1847  to 
1 850  at  which  time  it  began  several  mergers  that  culminated  in  the  American 
BankNote  Company  in  1858 

The  front  of  the  scrip  was  printed  in  such  a  manner  that  produced  an 
“inverted  back.”  The  check  stock  had  a  vignette  of  a  steam  ship  with  sails 
going  through  rough  waters  Having  this  vignette  and  being  on  unused  check 
stock  adds  to  the  history  of  this  rare  piece  of  scrip 

In  conclusion,  1  was  very  happy  to  obtain  a  piece  of  Denton  County  scrip 
Even  though  ownership  enlightened  me  in  several  aspects,  there  remain  many 
questions  bout  these  financial  instruments
